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PREFACE 



The primary purpose of this Storage Study was to obtain detailed information 
concerning the kinds and quantities of possessions of a representative group 
of University of California students . 

A corollary benefit is that the findings permit appraisal of the degree of effec - 
tiveness of existing student storage elements . 
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1 . BACKGROUND 



The University Residential Building System (URBS) Project for the University of 
California is developing a system of building components to be used in the con- 
struction of housing for 4,500 to 9,000 students. The buildings, scheduled for 
occupancy between 1970 and 1973, are expected to provide a variety of housing 
for both single and married students . 

The URBS Project commenced with the development of the User Requirements 1 
—a study of the environmental needs of those students living in and using univer - 
sity student housing. The User Requirements noted two major requirements of 
the contemporary student that new housing must accommodate. These are: 
(1) his desire for individual recognition and expression, and (2) his increasing 
affluence as evidenced by the number of his possessions. The objectives of 
URBS, accordingly, include increasing the variety of building types and config- 
urations to reduce the institutional atmosphere of the residence hall, and provid- 
ing for adaptability within the buildings to allow for individual tastes as well as 
student preferences and campus policies that change over time . 

The URBE building components are Structure -Ceiling, Heating -Ventilating^Cool - 
ing, Partitions, Bathrooms and Furnishings . These components will provide for 
structures that may range from one to thirteen stories in height. The majority 
of partitions will be demountable, by university or contracting personnel. All 
furniture will be movable, giving each student die freedom to determine the ar- 
rangement of his own room. 

In the course of developing performance specifications for the furnishings, num- 
erous discussions Were held with university representatives, and a great deal of 
literature was reviewed. Certain elements in the student room seemed adequate, 
others, while marginal, suggested their own further development. 

Storage, on the other hand, seemed inadequate, ^ but no basic research was 
available for validation or development. Since possessions are the reason for 
storage, and since people use their possessions to personalize their environment, 
it was felt that the most meaningful research could be carried out by the students 
themselves.

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2 . METHOD 



The primary objective of the storage study was to obtain detailed information 
concerning the kinds and quantities of possessions of a representative group of 
University of California students . Inventory questionnaires were distributed to 
single students on four University of California campuses during the month of 
January 1967. The campuses involved were Davis, Lxjs Angeles, Riverside and 
banta Barbara. The same questionnaire was distributed at Brigham Young Uni- 
versity, Provo, Utah. A summary of the tabulated information appears in Sec - 
tions 4 and 5 hereafter. The questionnaire further gave an opportunity to obtain 
useful information about student living habits and student opinions about their 
living quarters . This information is regarded as supplementary to the inventory 
of possessions. Although it is not statistically significant, it does have relevance 
as a supplement to the User Requirements Study .3

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3 . summary of findings 



The variety of students, climate and social conditions represented at the four 
campuses of the University of California suggests that the basic findings may 
generally apply to other colleges and universities as well. Although the inventor- 
ies from Brigham Young University closely followed the University of California 
patterns, it would be advisable to do an inventory sample in other particular cam- 
pus situations. 

The most striking aspect of the results is the wide range in quantity of possessions 
among individual students. For example, the number of suits owned by male stu- 
dents at Los Angeles campus ranged from one to eleven, shirts at the Santa Bar- 
bara campus ranged from seven to thirty -five, the number of dresses at the Davis 
campus ranged from one to twenty-seven . This strongly indicates that in planning 
the student room, one must take into account not only qualitative adaptability of 
furniture- -its ability to fit into many arrangements --but also a quantitative adap - 
tability so that the student may add or subtract storage furnishing as needed to 
accommodate his possessions. 

The students ’ comments on their storage facilities yielded a combined number of 
ninety-eight requests for additional closet, shelf and/or drawer space. Obvious - 
ly, storage requirements frequently are not met at present . 

There appears to be a need for furnishings which can further permit each student 
to personalize his room by allowing the storage of possessions according to his 
own preference, e.g., to hang shirts or shorts, or to fold them in drawers; to 
keep a musical instrument in closed storage, on a shelf, or on the floor. 

As might be expected, girls have more possessions than boys . This applies both 
to clothes and to additional miscellaneous items such as hairdryers and sewing 
equipment. A striking example of this difference in requirements is that for total 
hanging space at the Riverside campus the average requirement for the girls was 
123.9 cubic feet, while that for the men was only 54.4 cubic feet.* 

In developing storage, the primary focus is on possessions which are frequently 
used and must, therefore, be immediately accessible. There are wide choices 
for storing lesser use' 1 and/or seasonal items. For example, storage rooms on 
the same floor or in a basement may be provided. Two -thirds of the respondents 
said they would prefer to store some items elsewhere if this would provide more 
space in the room. Such items included luggage, sports equipment and formals. 
However, a number of students had reservations about security for items stored 
in common spaces. 
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Fig. No. Two shows in graphic form the average storage requirements for men 
and women at the Riverside campus . 
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The quantity of furnishings that students now bring into their rooms suggests the 
advisability of providing additional floor space in student rooms or elsewhere. 
Of the ninety-three students responding, eighty-three had their own blankets, 
fifty had their own lamp, thirteen had wastebaskets, twelve had chairs and three 
brought their own rugs.

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6. GRAPHIC ILLUSTRATION OF STORAGE REQUIREMENTS 



The range of volumes required to accommodate the low, the high and the average 
quantities of student possessions are hereinafter illustrated. The solid lines de- 
lineate the volumes and areas specifically appropriate to the basic items . The 
dotted lines delineate the space allocated to the optional items . 

As coats and dresses require long hanging space, while socks and underwear are 
stored in containers such as drawers, the volumes drawn with dotted lines illus - 
trate the possible variations in storing. Such volumes have been shown more than 
once, according to each possible mode of storing the items. Records and type- 
writers, for example, could be kept either on open shelves or in cupboards. Al- 
though jackets would fit into short hanging space, people tend to hang them in the 
longer spaces associated with outdoor wear. Jackets are therefore represented 
in both spaces . 

Note that the ’’high” and the ’’low” volumes are totals of the high and low quantity 
of each item recorded. The space allocation used for each item is shown in Table 
No. Three. The illustrations show the estimated storage requirements according 
to the inventories for the men and women at the Riverside campus .
